ed into an agreement to bind the company.

His Lordship asked why. Mr. Moreing did

Mr. Leveti, K.C., for the plaintiff, here asked 
leave to amend the statement of claim, by 
alleging that Detring was induceed to agree 
to the alterations in the agreement by the 
misrepresentation cf Moreing and Hoover, 
He also desired to add that Chang was induced

Mr. Hughes and Mr. Haldane, K.C., onposed 
the amendments, and said they would want 
particulars of the alleged tisrepresentations.

Messts, Lamke and Rogge, writing under 
date rtth inst, state:—Since issue of Inst 
circular, bearing, date the 2gth ultimo, a larger 
amount of bu iness has come to pass than 
during the preceeding fortnight and, in face of 
inquiries for tonnage’ continuing to come in 
more freely (rom Southern ports, the re-opening 
of the Northern ports being alsa near at hand, 
there is very fair reason to believe that the lull, 
ever existing since the Chinese holiddys, will 
soon be a thing of the past making way fora 
lively 8; ring season. , 

From Sa‘gon to this, only a hand ta mouth 
business has been done, the local rice market 
having not, yet sufficiently recovered to permit 
of transactions on a larger scale, hint a revival 
of affairs can merely be a question of time, 
depending greatly also ona renewed demand 
for Japan ports, which is shortly expected. 
Closing quotat:on fur this pprt is 15 cents per 
picul with a moderate: demand for small 
steamers, 

Fiom Saigon for Philippine ports, a some- 
what better inquiry has cropped up, resulting in 
three fresh charters at rates ranging from 30to 
32 cents per picul and though atthe moment the 
demand would seem to be sati- fied, it is quite 
on the. cards that further su table tonnage will 
be wanted at no distant date. 

For Java ports, loading at Saigon, some furs 
ther chartering his come to pass at sl-phily

From Saigon to 1 port Japan, a large carrier 
has been fixed locally at 32 cents per picul 
which, however, seems to fill requirements for 
the time being. ‘ ; 

Vangkok business, as far as outside steamers 
ate concerned, still remains conspicuous by its 
absence but, it being rather early in the season, - 
it is expected that matters will mend in course 
of time. : 


AS regards Nasthern ports, it is premature to 


form any cuorvect idea as to mpen rates, [tis 
said that local Cos. boats are holding out for 
49 cents per picul-Newchwang/Canton and it 
entirely depends un produce being scarce or 
otherwise, whether that figure will be procur- 
able. The weather has been unusually cold of

RUSSMAS, PHACKE OVERTURES, 
—————_——_ : 

The announcement that Russia, through 
her diplomatic representatives, has been 
making tentative vertures to Great Britain 
and France with the object of arranging a 
basis of peace, comes as a natural corollary 
to the telegram published last week, stating 
that French financiers had intimated to 
Russia that no new loans could be raisable 
in’ France for some time to come. Without 
the sinews of war, it should be impossible 
for Russia to carry on a costly and protracted 
campaigi in a country so far from the supply 
base, even if siecess occasionally fell to 
their arms. But the lack of success, the 
continuous advance of the Japanese, and the 


repeated discomfiture of the Russian troops 
—to call it by no harsher term—have had 
their effect in drying up all sources of reve- 
nu, and Russia now stands practically alone, 
The fall of Mukden is the crowning blow to 
Uie Jong series of reverses which have been 
sustained by kussia, and one way or another 
she was bound at no very distant date to 
look at matters squarely. It was all very 
well at the beginning of the war to scout the 
idea of negotiating for terms of peace . wiih 
the enterprising Japanese, It could be well 
understuud that Russia’s amour propre 
would not permit such a thing to be cnter. 
tained for a moment, But the cloud of 
debt and difficulty has pressed with ever- 
increasing weight on the northern power till 
the tine has now arrived when the question 
of settling matters “out of court,” so to say, 
has arrived, and as usual Great Britain, by 
that apparently inevitable law of nature 
which makes her concerned in everybody's 
quarrels, is called upon to frame a "peace 
with honour” settlement, Whether fur: 
farters have actually passed between Russia 
and Great Britain and France it is, of course, 
impossible to say, The Foreign’ Office is 
practically the only Department in Great 
Britain which is allowed to keep its secrets 
Ley nd the cogoisance of the man-in-the- 
stre t, and not until the very last moment, 
when the secret is already public property, 
will the Foreign Secretary raise the portal 
and divulge the nature of the Russian over- 
tures. It is significant, however, that Russia 
should have paid the indemnity demanded 
by Great Lritain over the North Sea muddle, 
so readily, ‘The ‘Tartar has as shrewd an 
idea of the value ofmoney as :the ‘smartes; 
financier in Lombard Street and parting with 
the sum of £65,000 at a time when his 
monetary troubles have reached a crisis 
must have seemed like parting with a section 
of bis anatomy. But it has been done and 
whatever consolation the offer of money may 
afford to the hapless widows and orphans of 
Hull, who are the real victims af Rudjest 
venskys incapacity, itis theirs, With credit 
gone and red revolution stalking the streets 
of Vetersburg and Moscow, has 
seldom been in a tighter fix. Even if the 
Japanese consent, on the united representa: 
tions of Great Britain and France, to a con. 
ference at which the terms of peace could 
be discussed, it has to be borne in mind 
that Russia will still be the gainer. A ‘con 
tinuance of the present fiasco in Manchuria 
is out of the question, and Russia, if ordered 
out of Chinese territory, will only be giving 
up something to which she never had a litle, 
As for an indemnity, that would certainly be 
fixed, but a bankrupt cannot be made to 
pay, and Japan would have to wait many 
years before she saw the colour of the money 
which has heen squandered in defence of 
the rights of all nations. Russia has a happy 
knack of wriggling out of engagements-— 
witness the Crimean affair which terminated 
in a so-called “ peace with honour” arrange 
ment meaning /7; and it is to be hoped 
that any basis of settlement will be of such 
a character that Russia’s power for mischief 
in the East may be efféctively paralysed for 
a century to come.
